WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Seminole Indians, who owned 
most of Florida 150 years 
ago. were awarded J12.347.500 
Wednesday for land taken 
from them by United States 
military forces. 

The award — from which

In Europe, of course, there is some doubt that 
any American would be prepared to pull the 
nuclear trigger and so invite massive reprisal for 
sake of freedom for Germans, Frenchmen and the 
rest. 

For these various reasons, then, the proposal 
for negotiations with the Warsaw Pact countries 
for mutual reductions of East and West “gar¬ 
risons” has considerable appeal. 

The NATO nations suggested the move two 
years ago, but dropped the matter when the 
Russians made the deplorable decision to crush the 
Czechoslovakian “liberalization” movement. 

The initiative now is in West Germany which, 
obviously has most to gain from any agreement 
which will lessen the risk of attack from the East 
Walter Scheel, the foreign minister, will take his 
case to Rome for the NATO conference later 
this month. 

Whether NATp ministers should make an 
approach to the East* if they accept the German 
view that the objective is desirable, or leave the 
negotiations to Bonn’s government is something 
that should be considered. 

After all, it is West Germany which provides 
the Soviet Union with the excuse for keeping the 
frontiers manned for instant action; for no one yet 
has been able to convince the suspicious people in 
the Kremlin that there is not a secret German plot 
for a revanchist war. And West Germany possesses 
the statesman In Chancellor Willy Brandt best 
equipped to perform the miracle required to win 
Russian agreement for any meaningful detente 
with an accompanying mutual reduction of 
frontier forces.

Anything Men Can Do They Can Do, Too 

Women Equal—in China

It probably will come a* a surprise to the activists of the 
women's liberation movement in North America, but most of 
what they are trying to achieve is old hat to women of at 
least one other part of the world: China. 

Equality of women and men in China has been a goal for 
the Chinese Communists ever since they came to power 20 
years ago, and the effort in China to give women equal status 
and opportunity has been put forth with the full support and 
encouragement of the Chinese leadership. 

Admittedly, the Chinese women have placed greater 
emphasis on equality in matters of a nonsexusl nature than 
have their North American women’s liberation counterparts. 
In fact, the women's liberation campaign in China has 
virtually ignored the issue of sex equality. 

★ * ★ 

It is an interesting coincidence that at a time when the 
women's liberation movements in North America are 
becoming more vocal and widely recognized, there has been a 
substantial increase recently in Chinese propaganda relating 
to the new equality at the Chinese women. 

Total equality of the sexes In China has not yet been 
attained, despite the years of indoctrination and other efforts. 
But there is no question in the minds of observers in this 
listening post that the Chinese women of today enjoy much 
greater freedom than ever before. 

In its recent propaganda, Peking has stressed the fact 
that the women of China are undertakang jobs at virtually 
every scope and nature. The official position is summed up In 
the expression: "What men can do, can also b« done by 
women.” 

★ * * 

Chairman Mao Tse-tung himself stated a number of years 
ago that: "The day when women riae throughout the country 
will be the day of victory of the Chinese revolution." 

The Chinese leaders frequently claim that the women of 
the country have attained a status of equality with men. that 
they have the same rights as men and perform similar duties

in agriculture, industry, defence and Communis* Party 
affairs. 

The potential influence of women on China’s economic 
development Is a consideration that is Indelibly marked on 
the minds of the Chinese leaders. 


A statement Mao made in 1955 is quoted frequently these 
days in reports on female equality in China. “China's 
women,” Mao said, “are a vast reserve of labor Dower. This 
reserve should be tapped In the struggle to build a great 
socialist country.” 

According to recent estimates, women constitute from 30 
to 40 per cent of the labor force in many agricultural 
production teams, and as much as 70 per cent of the labor In 
cotton production. 

A number of stories have appeared recently singing tha 
praises of Chinese women serving In the armed forces. 
Military training is one of the many areas of equality already 
achieved by the Chinese women. 

* * ★ 

Sex equality, however, is another matter. There is 
nothing to indicate that the women of China have yet attained 
— or, for that matter, are seeking to attain r- the kind of 
equality the North American women’s liberation movement 
desires. 

But this has nothing to do with whether the Chinese 
feminists desire sexual equality. The simple fact of the 
matter is that in puritan China, sex is supposed to play a 
secondary role. It is, in short, not very important in the 
scheme of things set forth by the leaders in Peking.

Almost mystical in his 
sense of mission for Montreal, 
Drapeau, 54, thinks big. talks 
big. His milieu is the millions, 
but he provided an insight 
into another side of his vision 
with this bit of economic 
thinking: 

"My own definition of 
prosperity is expressed in the 
terms of the speed with which 
51 changes hands. If in one 
day the same $1 changes 
hands 100 times, that makes 
100 people happy. 

"Perhaps it comes back to 
the first spender. If the first 
keeps his dollar, there is no 
happiness and no prosperity."

Drapeau first became 
mayor at the age of 38, 
serving as the city’s vice- 
busting chief magistrate from 
1954 to 1957. He lost the next 
election, but made a come¬ 
back in 1962. 

And ip 1966, the last 
municipal election, he re¬ 
ceived an unprecedented 95 
per cent of the vote. The next 
election is in October. Dra¬ 
peau hasn't indicated whether 
he’ll run.

The past two weeks have not been the most comfortable 
time for a resident abroad to visit the United States, nor have 
they been the most illuminating. More heat than light has been 
generated by President Nixon's decision to raid Communist 
Cambodian bases. 


Nonetheless, some shafts of 
light have pierced the clouds 
of rhetoric and the fog of 
emotion. They may be — 
indeed, they are probably — 
warped, for I have found that 
it is all but impossible for 
anyone to think clearly and 
dispassionately in the present 
atmosphere. 

Perhaps because of the 
confused background, first 
impressions do stand out 
clearly. 

Most striking is intellectual 
and spiritual anarchy amid 
opulence — and the obvious 
attempt to create political 
chaos. 

* * * 

Large parts of the United 
States have moved beyond 
affluence to opulence, beside 
not only the depressed areas 
of the world, but even 
Western Europe. 

Dissatisfaction with purely 
material ends is prevalent 
because of opulence, not in 
spite of opulence. 

The war in Indochina is 
the immediate issue, but not 
the ultimate issue. 

The real issues appear to 
be: discontent with the statua 
quo, demands for instant 
gratification in instant solu¬ 
tions — and. chiefly, failure 
of communication. 

★ ★ ★ 

The communication gap 
transcends the much- 
discussed generation gap. 
Americans obviously com- 
municits with great diffi¬ 


culty, regardless of age; 
they're almost incapable of 
communicating with the out¬ 
side world. 

Arriving i n the United 
States is like climbing into a 
pressure-cooker, in part- be¬ 
cause of the tension stimu¬ 
lated by Nixon's decision, but, 
In greater part, because of 
the tension inherent in Ameri¬ 
can life. 

* * * 

It is. therefore, not remark- 
a b 1 e that dispassionate 
analysis and communication 
are rare, while emotion and 
isolation appear to be pri¬ 
nt a r y c h a racier istics of 
American society. 

Those tendencies are, of 
course, greatly magnified by 
a minority's deliberate intent. 

Young people who cry out 
that older people do not 
“relate” to them are 
basically correct. Many of 
their mothers end fathers do 
not communicate with each 
other. 

★ * * 

Yet the vocal, idealistic 
young are also arrogant. They 
demand that political and 
economic leaders “relate" to 
them. But they will "relate" 
only on their own terms. They 
seek not dialogue, but total 
agreement ratified by total 
concession* 

Intoxicated by fervid pro¬ 
tests, they make less effort to 
understand their elders’ views 
or the objective issues than 


their elders do to understand 
their views. 

The basic fault Is the 
elders', since their obvious 
power over their children did 
not breed complementary re¬ 
sponsibility. 

Belatedly aware of res¬ 
ponsibility. some elders are 
now attempting to communi¬ 
cate. The effort is often not 
merely belated, but impos¬ 
sible. The wall of willful 
mutual incomprehension is 
too high. 

Youth sometimes appears 
reluctant to "relate" to the 
entire pest of mankind, as 
well as their elders’ present 
predicament. 

When Richard Nixon, essen¬ 
tially a shy man, attempted 
to discuss his own decision in 
terms of Neville Chamberlain,

Munich agreement, one gir 
said contemptuously: "It wai 
unreal. He was trying so hare 
to relate on a personal basis 
but he was not really coo 
cerned with why we weri 
here." 

If there Is a single indi 
vidual who must be conoemec 
with why the students were u 
Washington last weekend it is 
of course, Richard Nixon. I 
there is s responsibility k 
"relate,” It rests at least a 
much on the students as oi 
the establishment. 


But the dialogue with the 
president was pathetic be¬ 
cause it was not a dialogue. 
The protesters, well-behaved 
and well-disciplined, were, 
nonetheless, themselves not 
really concerned with Nixon’s 
predicament 

No more is discussion on 
the campuses s debate, unless 
we have created s wholly new 
phenomenon: th* one-sided 
debate. 

Polarization of attitudes, 
failure of communication and 
emotionalizing all issues are 
the fault of both groups —• 
neither the protestant — and 
often manipulated — youth 
nor the oompiacent — and 
often disdainful — establish¬ 
ment alone. 


It appears to an American 
visitor from abroad that there 
can be no “meaningful rela¬ 
tion" until both sides are 
willing to listen to each other 
— until both sides recognize 
that Instant solutions to 
problems at home and abroad 
are as impossible and hazard¬ 
ous as instant gratification of 
all desires.

— and asked for him. 

Secretary Mary Lou Rice 
said the man "left immedi¬ 
ately without saying another 
word" when told Chapman 
was out. She said the man 
was "highly excitable and 
nervous.” 

Dr. August Johnson was in 
an office with Arnold when 
the gunman appeared. The 
assailant shot Arnold. Johnson 
yelled, and the gunman shot 
at him. He fell to the floor as 
a bullet went through the 
back of his coat collar, but he 
was unhurt.

As Kentucky Fried 


OTTAWA (CP) — Opposi¬ 
tion Leader Robert Stanfield 
said Tuesday that much of 
the radical literature of Cana¬ 
dian universities and high 
schools is mm Canadian as 
Kentucky fried chicken. 

He told a group of high 
school students that he la 
disturbed that renewed Cana¬ 
dian nationalism ‘‘seems to 
be against the values of the 
United States rather than an 
assertion of values of our 
own." 

Many young Canadians 
condemned American policies 
but of ten adopted the rhetoric 
and tactics and even the 
causes of the youth protest of 
the United States. 

If Canadians spent their 
limited resources in protest of 
other countries’ policies, such 


as Vietnam, "we may not 
have enough to develop our 
own response to the problems 
directly In our realm.’' 

Stanfield said separatism, 
both in Quebec and Western 
Canada, Is a growing threat 
to the possibility of establish¬ 
ing a distinctive and strong 
Canadian nationality.

Chretien angrily denied sug¬ 
gestions Wednesday that his 
d e p artment is practising 
racial discrimination in the 
Yukon and Northwest Terri¬ 
tories. 

The charges were levelled 
by Erik Nielsen (PC-Yukon) 
as the Commons began 
second-reading debate on a 
government bill changing the 
formation and responsibilities 
of the two territorial councils. 

Chretien said that by in¬ 


creasing the number of 
elected persons on the N.W.T. 
council to 10 from seven, the 
government hoped more 
Eskimos and Indians would 
be represented on it.

Nielsen replied that native 
peoples always had the right 
to seek seats on council, The 
minister was setting them 
apart from other northerners 
and his department practised 
racial discrimination. 

As an example, said 
Nielsen. Eskimos and Indians 


living on the outskirts of 
Xnuvik in the Mackenzie Delta 
had different water and sewer 
services than others in the 
town. 

Furthermore, he said, the 
World Council of Churches 
recently made a grant of 
II,000 to Indians in the Yukon 
to help them better their lot. 
The federal government was 
content to allow them to live 
in “abject poverty" In White¬ 
horse.

Chretien said his proposal 


to set up an executive com¬ 
mittee within the Yukon 
council Is an Important step 
for the future.

Wednesday by two young 
members of the Victoria 
Rocket Research Association 
from the playground of the 
Reynolds junior high school. 

About 60 young spectators 
watched aa 15-y eir-old 
Gordon Hackett, of 775 Daffo¬ 
dil. and 16-year-old Jack van 
Wiltenburg, of 4093 Carey, 
launched their small rockets, 
ranging from one to three 
feet in length.

Henry Kuyvenfroven, of 3957

Ttoe firing super¬ 
visor possess knowledge about 
such things as engines, 
weights and first aid. 

Mrs. Cox said that she has 
never built a rocket heraelf.

However, Johnny Walters operated in the Oral Days, when _ 

betting was done on credit by word of mouth. Expenses Y°“*> 
averaged *6 a day for stationery and S3 a week for water boys. 

Later, when the law was changed to permit open bookmaking, 
bookies paid the racetrack *100 a day for the right to set up 
their slates in the betting ring. 

Nobody has been able to hazard a guess about what it’s 
going to cost Honest John Lindsay to operate. It was April 21 
when Albany told him he was in business and not only has 
there been no action up to now, there has been no discernible 
headway made toward laying out a plan. 

At last report, the most hopeful prognosis was that there 
might be one betting shop operating by October. By that time, 
the enterprise figures to be in the bucket for millions of dollars 
In expenses. 

In England, where the clientele has been conditioned to 
legal off-course betting for 10 years, the average shop handles 
about *10.000 a week. Assuming that Honest John could do that 
well right from the start, his first joint would gross *130.000 
between Oct. 1 and the end of the year. 

On a take of 10 per cent, the store would have an Income of 
513.000 for 1970. which is somewhat below the projected figure 
of *50.000.000. And. of course, this makes no allowance for 
operating expenses.

If and when the mechanics of the scheme are worked out 
sites must be acquired and facilities installed for 100 
neighborhood poolrooms, this being the number Honest John 
has in mind. Each location must be safely removed from 
schools so tots won't be tempted to blow their lunch money, 
from churches so gamblers won’t give scandal to the pious, and 
from unemployment Insurance offices so broken guys out of 
work won’t lose on the horses relief payments that are 
earmarked for the numbers banks. 

Preliminary estimates Indicated that a force of at least 
5,000 civil sen-ants would have to be recruited, trained, and — 
most important — supervised. To make anything like the 
*200.000,000 a y»ar which Honest "John has been talking about, 
these people must handle at least 52 billion annually, so they'd 
better not be ribbon clerks. 

Under the ground rules, money bet away from the track 
must be relayed to the course and sent to the mutuel machines. 

In a two-bit operation, this can be done by telephone but to 
handle transactions on the scale John Lindsay pictures, there 
would have to a huge and sophisticated and hideously expensive 
network of electronic equipment. 

At the Kentucky Derby this year the track didn’t have to 
handle off-track wagers, but .’here had been preliminary betting 
on the Derby up to an hour and a half before post time. Just 
putting this money into the machines caused a 20-minute delay 
in opening for regular betting. Churchill Downs encounters that 
mechanical problem once a year: New York tracks will have to 
handle off-course bets nine times a day.

LONDON (CP) — Bobby 
CbaHtDo 1* one of tbs last of 
a dying breed — the sporting 
gentlemen. 

Amid the tensions at top¬ 
flight soccer when tempers 
fray and fists s ome tim es fly, 
Charlton coolly gets on with 
the job he is paid to do: 
■coring goals. 

His recent appearance in a 
borne international match 
against Northern Ireland 
rounded out 100 games with 
the England squad. 

Only the second English 
player to reach the illustrious 
century, Qtarlton is certain to 
peas the previous record of 
105 as a Mexico-bound mem¬ 


ber at England's World Gup 
squad. 

True to form, the 32-year- 
old ambassador of British 
sportsmanship slammed home 
hie 48th goal (or the national 
■quad against N osth s r n Ire¬ 
land, 13 yean after he scored 
his first in his debut with 
England against Scotland In 
April. 1964 

JOINED FROM SCHOOL 

During his 14-yaar career 
with Manchester United, 
Chariton has established 1dm- 
aelf along with Sir Stanley 
Matthews and Tom Finney as 
one of the outstanding lumi¬ 
naries in British football. 

Charlton was one of United 


manager Matt Busby’s origi¬ 
nal "babes'* back in the mid- 
1950s Joining the farm team 
from school. 

He made an auspicious first 
showing as a first-team 
member, scoring twice — 
appropriately enough—against 
Chariton Athletic in the fall of 
1956. 

The youthful squad cleaned 
up the pro league title and 
reached the Football Associa¬ 
tion Cup final the fallowing 
year before the disastrous air 
crash at Munich in February, 
1958, crashed future hopes. 

Foot stars and two other 
promising youngsters were 
killed, and Busby narrowly 


escaped being permanently 
crippled. 

But Busby fought back and 
built a new team of Busby 
Babes on the shoulders of 
Charlton and other uninjured 
survivors. 

Inevitably, United lost both 
the FA CUp and the European 
Cup Winners’ Cup that year, 
but with almost miraculous 
determination, and aided by 
Chariton, Busby produced the 
team which finally took the 
FA trophy to Manchester In 
1963. 

NEW GENERATION 

A new generation of Busby 
proteges began to emerge, 
including hot-tem p ered Nobby 


Stiles. Pat Crerand and youth 
idol George Best. 

But Charlton remains the 
calm and reliable anchor 
man, as captain of the United 
team, and an invaluable goal- 
getter on the national team. 

He guided United thra«h 
three near-miss attempts at 
the European Cup before the 
club finally won it for Eng¬ 
land for the first time In 1968. 

Qiaritoo proved his worth 
in one of England's most 
crucial games in the 1966 
World CUp series. In the bard- 
fought semi-final against 
Portugal, he scored both the 
team’s goals, laying open the 
way to the emotional final 
against West Germany- 


German tactniciana sacri¬ 
ficed one of their bast players.

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Artist Stresses Simplicity 


Students Seek Hosts 


By HELEN MORRIS 

Stephanie Steel paints 
through a child's wet, wide- 
open eyes. 

They see things simply — 
only a few lines — no awful 
adult vision obscured by 
details and darkness. 

Mrs. Steel, a Victoria na¬ 
tive, is showing about 50 of 
her paintings this week at the 
Leafhill Galleries in Bastion 
Square. 

Watercolors are a new form 
or expression for Mrs. Steel. 
Except, she says, "for sketch¬ 
ing horses in school when I 
should have been doing my 
schoolwork," she didn't paint, 
or draw, until five years ago, 
when she became Interested 
in the Chinese style of 
watercolor. 

* * * 

She began, in 1965, studying 
the method under local artist 
Stephen Lowe. 

"The Oriental technique," 
Mrs. Steel explains, “stresses 
simplicity. You paint single 
objects on a lot of white — 
you don't use any 'white, 
white paint, but rather make 
use of the white paper 
underneath. 

“Because the Chinese rice 
paper won't stand the wear 
and tear like western papers, 
you work on it with single 
strokes. You load all the 
cqlors on your brush and get 
a graduation of colors with one 
stroke." 

In 1967 — "because I felt I 
couldn't depict the things I 
see out West with the Chinese 
method" — she began study¬ 
ing the American watercolor 
technique under another Is¬ 


land artist, Brian Travers 
Smith. 

Now she could use brighter 
colors — she says even the 
pigments are different in the 
two styles. 

She could make as many 


strokes on the paper as she 
wished, and even occasionally 
remove painted mistakes. 
And she could put more than 
a single object in one paint¬ 
ing, if she wished, but she 
doesn't usually wish: 


"Simplicity is the essence,” 
she says. 'Tve tried to keep 
this in mind — simplicity and 
.the use of space." 

So most of the paintings in 
her show are of only one or 
two or three objects and the

objects themselves are really 
forms, not objects with de¬ 
tailed lines. And die lines — 
gentle Oriental-feeling lines — 
are backgrounded by spaces 
of Mrs. Steel's sacred white. 

She concentrates on outdoor 
scenes — almost-Prairie land¬ 
scapes of field and mail boxes 
and roads and seascapes that 
begin in her remembrances of 
childhood at Deep Cove. "I 
keep harping on the feelings I 
had about the water at that 
time.” she says. 

Every painting, too, seems 
almost a study of light, its 
different colors and patterns. 
One boat-on-the-water paint- 
jng is about' one-sixteenth 
boat, and the rest circles of 
yellow sunon-water. Even a 
dark storm scene bursts light.

People are rarely in her 
pictures — she never does 
portraits — and when they 
are. she paints them from the 
back: "When you look at the 
back of somebody it could be 
anybody. You're not so likely 
to identify it with somebody 
you know. I like it that way.” 

Mrs. Steel fits her painting 
sessions — at least three 
hours a day — in with

Asked If she has a favorite 
painting, she said, "Always 
my mo6t recent one.

Security Is ‘Portable Spouse

LOS ANGELES — The 
most unnerving moment in a 
wedding can come 40 years 
after the ceremony when the 
children have all left home 
and the husband no longer 
goes off to work every 
morning. 

That's when the words, 
"forever and ever, as long as 
you both shall live,” can 
suddenly become a very 
frightening prospect. 

Richard Kali&h, an asso¬ 
ciate professor in the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Los 
Angeles school of public 
health, says more people are 
experiencing this marital 
“doubtetake” because the 
traditional reasons for mar¬ 
riage are rapidly disappear¬ 
in’ He thinks, too, that more 
people are living long enough 
to face the problem. 

* h * 

It is illustrated by the 
words of a woman whose 
husband has jus,* retired: "I 
married him for better or for 
worse — but not for lunch.” 

If human life spans are 
stretched another 10 or 20 
years, as biologists predicted 
at a recent conference on 
o • nt the Centre for the 
?tudy of Democratic Institu¬ 
tions in Santa Barbara, the 
vestigial foundations for the 
institution of marriage will be 
further weakened. Divorces at 
all ages will become ever 
more common. It may even 
become somewhat unusual for 
a first marriage to end with 
the death of one of the 
partners. 

These are the traditional 
reasons for marriage: 

Financial and physical 
security for women, sexual 
partnership, companionship, 
begetting of children to carry 
on the family name and to 


support the parents when they 
get old. protection and educa¬ 
tion of children, and the 
cheap services of a 
housekeeper. 

Today these reasons have 
ail changed, or are changing. 
Dr. Kalish says. 

* * * 

“Working women are ac¬ 
cepted in ail classes of 
society. Women can achieve 
financial security on their 
own.' 

"Carrying on a family 
name seems less important to 
most people. And old people 
are taken care of by the 
government or by employee 
pensions 

"Sexual partnership has al¬ 
ways been available to men 
outside marriage, and it now 
seems to me to be increas¬ 
ingly so for women." 

And, according to Kalish, 


housekeepers are now 
cheaper to hire than to 
marry, and labor-saving de¬ 
vices have made them less 
necessary anyway. 

Andrea Tyree, assistant 
professor of sociology at 
UCLA, isn't sure it really is 
cheaper to hire a housekeeper 
than to marry one. 

"Have you ever looked at 
the want ads to sec how much 
housekeepers are gettlaaT’,. 
she asked. 

* * 

She feels that the essential 
thing in marriage is com¬ 
panionship. That’s the nub the 
future will not change 

"The only real social and 
emotional security a man or 
woman can achieve in our 
modern mobile society is a 
permanent portable spouse," 
she said. 

According to her, the con¬ 


stant search for companion¬ 
ship will itself contribute to a 
heightened divorce rate 

"People will keep trying 
until they get a good com¬ 
panion with the kind of 
wearing qualities that will 
last through old age. It may 
take several attempts but 
more people will keep 
trying." 

★ * * 

• —Dm. Tyree agrees with 
Kalish that marriage is less 
sacred now — at least people 
think of it as less sacred and 
that may amount to the same 
thing. 

Couples marry to make 
the most of their own lives, 
not because the church or the 
state say they must. The 
reasons for marriage are 
personal, not theological or 
political or economic, accord¬ 
ing to Kalish. 


Roderick o r n e y . MD, 
director of the UCLA depart¬ 
ment of psychiatry's new 
program on psychoscxnal ad¬ 
aptation and the future, points 
out that a century ago people 
who married did not really 
expect to be happy 

"Marriages were arranged 
by families for business or 
social reasons, or to have 
children, and if It worked out 
that a couple was happy into 
the bargain, they felt lucky," 
he said. 

"Today, married happiness 
is considered a birthright, not 
an extra dividend."

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Pigeon Race Training Starts Close to Home 


By BROCK KETCHAM 

Home Is where some kinds 
of pigeons go. 

And about 60 racing pigeon 
enthusiast* tn Victoria’s Cap¬ 
ital City Racing Pigeon dub 
train them to do so as 
quickly as possible for weekly 
homing pigeon races during 
the summer months. 

“Any working man who 
wants to raise pigeons can 
easily afford pigeon racing,” 
said Richard Roe, the publi¬ 
city manager of Victoria's 
Capital City Racing Pigeon 
Club. 


generally begins for the 
pigeons four days after the 
second round of eggs is laid. 

Roe said that homing 
pigeons don't necessarily have 
to be born in a loft to return 
there. He said that a pigeon 
bought from another owner 


The membership fee of the 
club is 310 annually plus five 
cents a pigeon entry fees for 
races. 

Then there is the purchase 
price of the pigeons — usually 
35 to 310 a pair for the 
amateur racer. However, Roe 
said that the enthusiast with 
the money to spend could pay 
up to 33,000 for a good racing 
pigeon. In addition, a decent 
loft would cost 3100 and a 
clock for racing would coat 
another 3100. 


race o t over 100 miles was 
held in Belgium. 

Since then, pigeon racing 
has become a worldwide 
sport. Queen Elizabeth main¬ 
tains a loft tn Sandringham, 
England. 

Victoria's Capital City Rac¬ 
ing Pigeon Club was farmed 
in 1946 and is governed by the 
rules of the Canadian Rac¬ 
ing Pigeon Union. Mel 
Berthiauroe, in his mid-70s. is 
the oldest member in the dub 
and the youngest members 
are as young as 14 years old. 

Roe, of 1961 Carrick, began 
pigeon racing when he was 
six years old. Since then, he 
has collected 21 trophies — 
two show trophies and the 
other 19 for pigeon racing. He 
maintains a pigeon loft in his 
back yard and currently owns 
45 old pigeons and 30 young 


will quickly adopt its ,new 
surroundings as home. 

Training for the pigeons 
involves a flight home from a 
short distance from places 
such as Sidney or Swartz 
Bay. The distances are then 
increased to Tsawwassen and 


next to Langley. These short 
flights condition the birds for 
long distance rapes. 

After two flights across 
Georgia Strait, the pigeons 
are considered to be ready far 
their first flight from 
Chilliwack. 


"However, the younger birds 
around two years old gener¬ 
ally shine in races like a 
yoOng ldd,” he said. 

The youngest birds to race 
•re 12 months old 


In a race, the pigeons are 
taken to the starting point in 
a club pickup truck while the 
owners wait for them at their 
homes in Victoria. The 
pigeons are tagged for identi¬ 
fication and clocked in by 
their owners when they arrive 
home. 

Clocking in is done during 
the evening at the Fraser 
Street Jubilee Hall where the 
winners are decided. 

Under favorable conditions 
with no wind, the birds 
average 40 to 45 miles an 
hour on long distance races. 
With a tailwind, the birds will 
clip along much faster but 
with a headwind, the race will 
be slowed down considerably, 
Roe said.

Roe said he figures .that it 
costs only about half a cent a 
day to feed a pigeon. 

Homing pigeons are well 
known for their built-in in¬ 
stinct to fly home over vast 
distances. The record flight 
for the United States army 
signal corps was a pigeon’s 
flight of 2,300 miles. Flights 
of 1,000 miles are routine in 
large pigeon racing clubs. 

Belgium is the home of 
racing pigeons for sport. In 
1818, the first long distance

An owner usually enters 10 
to 20 pigeons at once in a 
race and the first bird of the 
bunch counts. 

Roe stated that there are 
not as many pigeons lost in 
long races as in short ones. 
He explained that by the time 
the pigeons are ready for the 
long distance races, the 
weaker pigeons have been 
Weeded out. The homing 
pigeons that are unsuitable 
for racing are the ones who 
either took their time arriving 
back home or got lost on the 
way back. 


"A person wanting to start 
pigeon racing should buy two 
pairs of pigeons from a 
pigeon fancier’s loft," Roe 
said. 

"Then it would be up to him 
to improve the quality of 
birds that he bought through 
breeding,” he said. 

Homing pigeons are not 
natural racers: this skill has 
to be developed in the pigeons 
through breeding, according 
to Roe. 

"Good points and bad points 
in your pigeons will be 
enlarged through breeding,” 
Roe said, "and W is up to the 
owner to try to develop the 
good points." 

Roe stated that the cocks 
must be kept separate from 
the hens during the winter 
until about March 15, when 
the racing pigeons are mated.

Medical Centres Aim of Labor 


EDMONTON (CP) — The 
executive of the 1,650,000- 
member Canadian Labor Con- 
greea ia seeking authority to 
eitebllsh a special foundation to 
build community medical cen¬ 
tre* across Canada, CLC presi¬ 
dent Donakl MacDonald said 
Tuesday. 

MacDonald told a news con¬ 
ference that the CLC*« 10-man 
executive committee will put 
the medical centre plan to the 
30-member CLC executive coun¬ 
cil later this week. 

The proposal is just one of 
several calls for Increased 
"social action’’ by the CLC 
which are contained in 19 
position papers being considered 
during four days of closed 
sessions by the committee and 
the council. 

Once given executive ap¬ 
proval, the proposal* must go to 


the 1,600 delegates attending the 
CLC* biennial convention here 
next week. 

“We are hoping the delegates 
will give us the authority to 
take more action than in the 
past In several fields of social 
concern," MacDonald said. 

The position papers, yet to lie 
released, contain recommenda¬ 
tions for increased CLC action 
in human rights, poverty, con¬ 
sumer affairs, housing and aid 
to the aged. 

* * * 

The CLC president gave de¬ 
tails only on the medical centre 
proposal. He said the delegates 
will be asked to give approval 
to immediate plans to establish 
centres In Thompson, Man.; 
Sydney, N.S.; and in the Ontario 
cities of Hamilton. Ottawa. 
Kitchener, W»terloo and 
London. 


These centre* will be model¬ 
led on community medical 
centres in Sault Ste. Marie and 
St. Catharines, Ont., which were 
begun with union support and 
provide a wide-range of medical 
services to subscriber*. 

Long-range plans caU for 
establishment of a foundation, 
also supported by other groups 
besides the CLC, which will 
build medical centres across 
Canada. MacDonald said. 

* ★ * 

‘‘The social action program is 
not a new direction for the 
trade union movement in Can¬ 
ada," he said. 

"But in the past we have had 
to concentrate on collective 
bargaining issues and now we 
want to revert to our original 
purposes as a movement built 
on social justice.” 


Many of the proposals in the 
social actiion program come 
from die CLCs constitutional 
committee, set up in 1966 under 
executive rice-president Joe 
Morris, to take a fresh look at 
the C L C ’a structures and 
purposes. • 

At the 1968 convention in 
Toronto, the committee made a 
series of recommendations in¬ 
cluding a suggestion that the 
CLC aid member unions to 
merge into rational groupings 
and increase use of CLC staff in 
community work. 

* * * 

The committee will make 
further recommendations a t 
next week’s convention. 

However, a group of younger 
delegates calling themselves a 
“reform caucus," have, mean¬ 
time, come out with a separate 
program for social reform. 


arguing that the CLC is not 
moving fast enough in develop¬ 
ing practical aid programs. 

Strength of the reform caucus 
at the convention is yet unclear. 
But the group will press for 
establishment of a youth de¬ 
partment, aid to the poor and 
Indians and Eskimos, multi- 
union bargaining and more 
autonomy for the Canadian 
sections of th e U.S.-based 


MacDonald shrugged off 
references to die reform cau¬ 
cus, saying he is not really 
interested in their program 
since It is not positive enough. 

As yet there have been no 
announcements of any possible 
challenges for any of the 
executive posts. Including Mac¬ 
Donald's presidential job which 
he has held since 1968.

LAKE COWICHAN — A proposed Lake

Take the Victorian orna¬ 
mental iron railings that 
Victoria Foundries Lid. are 
casting for Saanich assistant 
planner GQ Laurtnaon, who 
now owns Capt. Sweeney's 
house on Head Street in 
Esquimau. 

Perhapa the original ones 
were melted down to make 
something more modern. 
Now, engine blocks, car 
heads, transmissions, pistons 
and ship’s engines are being 
melted down to help the 
planner in the restoration of 
his house.

And more five-globe lamp 
standards are being made for 
the city out of iron from the 
same source. Perhaps that's 
full circle, too. 

An iron foundry is a 
rambling, musty, dusty sort 
of a place. This one, the only 
one left of six in the city 
(VMD does steel and iron 
foundry work, not just iron 
work), covers five city lots at 
622 Pembroke Street. 

The same plant has been 
turning out cast iron products 
for more than 90 years.

Hours later the mold* are 
separated and the newly-cast 
products dislodged. Rough 
edges are removed and pro¬ 
tective paint applied, and they 
are ready tor delivery.

Union Opposes Injunction 
Against Towboat Pickets 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
Guild Wednesday wittened its 
stand in the British Columbia 
towboat strike, saying it will 
defy any court order that 
threaten* the survival of the 
union or any of its members. 

Guild spokesman Capt. 
Cecil Rhode* said one such 
order was an injunction that 
banned picketing at Che- 
mainus Towing on Vancouver 
Island. 

* * w 

The court limited guild 
picketing to the company's 
offices, leaving its tugs free 
to operate. 

"We won’t let one more 
man drown because of unsafe 


conditions on BC, tugs," 
Rhodes said of the injunction, 
one of three granted Wednes¬ 
day that limited guild picket¬ 
ing. 

The other injunctions were 
granted MacMillan Bloedel 
Ltd. for its two Vancouver 
Island divisions at Port AT 
berni.

A company spokesman said 
picketing had reduced opera¬ 
tions to about 40 per cent of 
capacity but he was unable to 
say when operations would 
return to normal. 

Big issues in the strike by 
1.200 men operating the tugs 


are safety, manning and 
accommodation. The dispute 
has idled 10,000 in the forest 
industry since it started May 
3. 

In April, a "secret" federal 
government report on the 
BC. towboat industry said 90 
per cent of Went Coast tugs 
and half the men who man 
them are constantly exposed 
to dangerous conditions.

There is always a heavy Influx of 
question mail in the spring of the year 
anyway, and the volume Is particularly 
high this year. And this is complicated 
by another factor — our free seed 
offers. 

Herb Smith is having a spot of 
trouble with his pet blue spruce; aay, 
some of the needles are turning brown 
and falling off. He means to write to 
me about this and ask what can be done 
to correct the trouble, but in very 
human fashion he keeps putting off the 
writing chore.

Then along comes one of our free 
seed offers. Herb writes in for his gift 
packet of seeds, but before he licks the 
envelope shut, he remembers his ailing 
spruce and sticks in a note asking what 


Is wrong and what should he do about 
it. When this little scene is repeated In 
seven or eight hundred homes, a 
mountain of question mail piles up on 
my desk. 

I am working my way through this 
mass of letters as fast as humanly 
possible, but the going is necessarily 
slow, for I must do this work late at 
night after my bread-and-butter chores 
are out of the way. I can’t use a 
stenographer — not when I have to use 
words like polygonum baldschuanicum 
or pentochloronltrobenzene — so your 
letters must be answered by my own 
two inexpert typing fingers.

Your questions WILL be answered — 
you can be aure of that — but I must 
ask you to be patient. And if my 
answers seem brief almost to the point 
of curtness, I am sure you will 
understand the reason and bear with 
me. 

While we are on the subject of 
question mail, I think we might run 
through the ground rules once more. 

First, when you write to me with a 
garden problem, do NOT expect the 
answer will necessarily appear In the 
paper, for I don’t have the space in my 


column to cope with more than a tiny 
fraction of the questions received. It IS 
true that I select a very few questions 
to discuss in print — questions of more 
or less general interest — but by tar 
the greater proportion of questions 
received must be answered by mail.

Don't forget, too, tost when you 
write to me for advice or help on 
garden or houieplant problems, you are 
expected to enclose a stamped and self- 
addressed envelope; I have wasted 
many precious minutes trying to 
decipher illegible signatures and ad¬ 
dresses- 

Quite a few letters come in signed 
Constant Reader or Ardent Gardener, 
and these too must necessarily go 
unanswered, for without the stamped 
and self-addressed envelope, I have no 
way of replying. 

I would prefer, too, that you don’t 
ask me questions dealing with garden 
design. Landscape architecture just 
isn't my cup of tea — it is a highly 
specialized art form and I haven’t had 
the formal training for it. Moreover, 
such questions must usually be 
answered with sketches, and I can't 
draw pictures for sour apples.

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Artist Stresses Simplicity 


Students Seek Hosts 


By HELEN MORRIS 

Stephanie Steel paints 
through a child's wet, wide- 
open eyes. 

They see things simply — 
only a few lines — no awful 
adult virion obscured by 
details and darkness. 

Mrs. Steel, a Victoria na¬ 
tive, is showing about 50 of 
her paintings this week at the 
Leafhil! Galleries in Bastion 
Square. 

Watercolors are a new form 
of expression for Mrs. Steel, 
Except, she says, "for sketch¬ 
ing horses in school when I 
should have been doing my 
scboolwork,” she didn't paint, 
or draw, until five years ago. 
when she became interested 
in the Chinese style of 
watercolor. 

* * * 

She began, in 1965, studying 
the method under local artist 
Stephen Lowe. 

"The Oriental technique,” 
Mrs. Steel explains, "stresses 
simplicity. You paint single 
objects on a lot of white — 
you don’t use any white, 
white paint, but rather make 
use of the white paper 
underneath. 

"Because the Chinese rice 
paper won't stand the wear 
and tear like western papers, 
you work on it with single 
strokes. You load all the 
colors on your brush and get 
a graduation of colors with one 
stroke." 

In 1967 - "because I felt I 
couldn’t depict the things I 
see out West with the Chinese 
method" — she began study¬ 
ing the American watercolor 
technique under another Is¬ 


land artist, Brian Travers 
Smith. 

Now she could use brighter 
colors — she says even the 
pigments are different in the 
two styles. 

She could make as many 


strokes on the paper as she 
wished, and even occasionally 
remove painted mistakes. 
And she could put more than 
a single object in one paint¬ 
ing, if she wished, but she 
doesn't usually wish: 


"Simplicity is the essence," 
she says. “I’ve tried to keep 
this in mind — simplicity and 
the use of space." 

So most of the paintings in 
her show are of only one or 
two or three objects and the

objects themselves are really 
forms, not objects with de¬ 
tailed lines. And the lines — 
gentle Oriental-feeling lines — 
are backgrounded by space* 
of Mrs. Steel’s sacred white. 

She concentrates on outdoor 
scenes — almoat-Prairie land¬ 
scapes of field and mail boxes 
and roads and seascapes that 
begin in her remembrances of 
childhood at Deep Cove. “I 
keep harping on the feelings I 
had about the water at that 
time,” she says. 

Every painting, too, seems 
almost a study of light. Its 
different colors and patterns 
One boet-on-the-water paint¬ 
ing is about one-sixteenth 
boat, and the rest circles of 
yellow sun-on-water. Even a 
dark storm scene bursts light. 
★ * * 

People are rarely in her 
pictures — she never does 
portraits — and when they 
are. she paints them from the 
back: "When you look at the 
back of somebody it could be 
anybody. You’re not so likely 
to identify it with somebody 
you know. I like it that way." 

Mrs. Steel fits her painting 
sessions — at least three 
hours a day — in with 
keeping house and raising two 
pre-teen daughters. She has 
sold paintings in the Victoria 
area and in Montreal and has 
been the subject of two 
previous one-man shows in 
Victoria. 

Asked if she has a favorite 
painting, she said. "Always 
my most recent one. 

"I’m the first critic. There 
are a lot I throw out, but 
when they've passed that, 
always my most recent one."

LOS ANGELES — The 
most unnerving moment in a 
wedding can come 40 years 
after the ceremony when the 
children have all left home 
and the husband no longer 
goes off to work every 
morning. 

That's when the words, 
"forever and ever, as long as 
you both shall line.” can 
suddenly become a very 
frightening proapect. 

Richard Kalish, an asso¬ 
ciate professor in the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Los 
Angeles school of public 
health, says more people are 
experiencing this marital 
"doubletake” because the 
traditional reasons for mar¬ 
riage are rapidly disappear¬ 
in' He thinks, too, that more 
people are living long enough 
to face the problem.

It is illustrated by the 
words of a woman whose 
husbnnd has jus.* retired: "I 
married him for better or for 
worse — but not for lunch." 

If human life spans are 
stretched another 10 or 20 
years, as biologists predicted 
at a recent conference on 
•t the Centre for the 
study of Democratic Institu¬ 
tions in Santa Barbara, the 
vestigial foundations for the 
institution of marriage will be 
further weakened. Divorces at 
all ages will become ever 
more common. It may even 
become somewhat unusgal for 
a first marriage to end with 
the death of one of the 
partners. 

These are the traditional 
reasons for marriage: 

Financial and physical 
security for women, sexual 
partnership, companionship, 
begetting of children to carry 
on the family name and- te 
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support the parents when they 
get old. protection and educa¬ 
tion of children, and the 
cheap services of a 
housekeeper. 

Today these reasons have 
all changed, or are changing. 
Dr Kalish says. 

★ * * 

“Working women are ac¬ 
cepted in all classes of 
society Women can achieve 
financial security on their 
own. 

"Carrying on a family 
name seems less important to 
most people And old people 
are taken care of by the 
government or by employee 
pensions. 

"Sexual partnership has al¬ 
ways been available to men 
outside marriage, and it now 
seems to me to be increas¬ 
ingly so for women." 

And, according to Kalish. 


housekeepers are now 
cheaper to hire than to 
marry, and labor-saving de¬ 
vices have made them less 
necessary anyway. 

Andrea Tyree . assistant 
prolessor of sociology at 
UCLA, isn't sure it really is 
cheaper to hire a housekeeper 
than to marry one. 

"Have you ever looked at 
the wpnt ads to see how much 
housekeepers are getting’** 
she asked. 

it * h 

She feels that the essential 
thing in marriage is com¬ 
panionship. That's the nub the 
future will not change 

"The only real social and 
emotional security a man or 
woman can achieve in our 
modern mobile society is a 
permanent portable spouse.” 
she said. 

According to her. the con¬ 


stant search for companion¬ 
ship will itself contribute to a 
heightened divorce rate. 

"People will keep trying 
until they get a good com¬ 
panion with the kind of 
wearing qualities that will 
last through old age. It may 
take several attempts but 
more people will keep 
trying." 

* * * 

Dr. Tyree agrees with 
Kalish that marriage is less 
sacred now — at least people 
think of it as less sacred and 
that may amount to the same 
thing. 

C )uples marry to make 
the most of their own lives, 
not because the church or the 
state say they must. The 
reasons for marriage are 
personal, not theological or 
political or economic, accord¬ 
ing to Kalish. 


Roderick Gorney, MD. 
director of the UCLA depart¬ 
ment of psychiatry's new 
program on psychosocial ad¬ 
aptation and the future, points 
out that a century ago people 
who married did not really 
expect to be happy 

"Marriages were arranged 
by families for business or 
social reasons, or to have 
children, and if it worked out 
that a couple was happy into 
the bargain, they felt lucky," 
he said. 

"Today, married happiness 
is considered a birthright, not 
an extra dividend.”

Saak., for 
observation. 


He became lost Sunday when sepa¬ 
rated from his father while on a fishing 
trip in north-central Saskatchewan, 133 
miles northeast of Prince Albert. The 
nearest dwelling was 35 miles away. 


More than 100 volunteers assisted by' 
skin-divers, two planes, a helicopter and 
tracking dogs had searched for him.

Mierowires ware attached 
to the cylinders of the engines 
and lead to a 12-volt battery 
which provided power to 
ignite the fuel.

There is always a heavy Influx of 
question mail In the spring td the year 
anyway, and the volume la particularly 
high this year. And this la complicated 
by another factor — our free seed 
offers. 

Herb Smith la having a spot of 
trouble with hls pet blue spruce; ssy, 
some of the needles are turning brown 
and falling off. He means to writs to 
ma about tills and ask what can be done 
to correct the trouble, but In very 
human fashion ha keeps putting off the 
writing chore.

First, when you write to me with a 
garden problem, do NOT expect the

It B 
true that I select a very few questions 
to discuss in print — questions of man 
or less general Interest — but by far 
the greater proportion of questions 
feceived must be answered by mall.

Don't forget, too, that when you 
write to me for advice cr help as 
garden or houseplant problem*, you are 
expected to enclose s stamped snd self- 
addressed envelope; I have wasted 
many precious minutes trying to 
decipher illegible signatures and ad¬ 
dresses. 

Quite a few letters coma in signed 
Constant Reader or Ardent Gardener, 
and these too must necessarily go 
unanswered, far without toe stamped 
and self-eddreased envelope, I have no 
way of replying. 

I would prefer, too, that you desi't 
ask me questions dealing with garden 
design. Landscape architecture just 
Isn't my cup ot tea — It is a highly 
specialized art form and I haven't had 
the formal training for it. Moreover, 
such questions must usually ba 
answered with sketches, and I can't 
draw pictures for sour apples.
